Itmnj- reflect honor on yon to 
bo who you are, but it is hardly modest 
of you to BHV fio. What you want to 
Fay ia tliat you consider it an honor to 
ba the pV'?sidt'nt*.i obedient servant. 


To the rest of the world Uncle Sam 


and tlin presiilfitit are one, and thut is 
why the latter iinisra upon ceremony in 
his dralitigs with other novrers. l^oba- 
bly millers arc familiar v.-ith the form 
cuFf-Tved in correspondence between tho 
prusii'iriit uail tho head of another 
government; It is p;irt of tlio law of 
nations that they are all coequal.

that through his diplomacy there will be 
a treaty ol peace made that will be uf 
everlasting benefit to th'B auction of tho 
country, and his name will be handed 
down "to posterity aa one of the greatest 
diplomats of the nineteenth century.

New Teachers Elected te Fill Vacan- 


cies—A Slight Change to Bo 


Made in Boundaries of 


School Wards. 


The board of evocation met last even- 


ing in an adjourned session to diecuns 
Bthool matters and to futthsr prepare 
for the opening of school a week from 
Monday next. 


Prt-Bidout Church occupied the chair 


aud tho full board was present except 
Mr. Vincent. 


A general report from Superintendent 


Ifeaton waa received. Tn the matter of 
the temporary building be reported that 
it would be impossible to go on with tbe 
work because the building would cost 
about 3-lL'UO, and under the law the hoard 
would hiivo to advertise for bids for at 
least two weeks. As it would be impos- 
sible under these conditions to get tbe 
bnilding ready for tlia opening of school 
on September 14, lie recommended that 
the project be given up, at loast for the 
present. 


ft wae decided to do HO, and the bi^h 


school will remain where it now is, in 
tbe K-atreet uuildintr. The ecbool has 
always been crowded in thane quarters 
and will probably be more crowded this 
year. In order to obviate the difficulty 
as far as possible it wan decid-d to move 
one of tho first grade rooms from the K- 
etreet Htibool. At preeent there are two, 
bat aa the principal portion of the chil- 
dren live around tbe Central ecbool 
buildini it has become npcesnary to draT 
the boundaiy line of the K-street district 
almost up to the Cenfc-al building. By 
changing this line a little, ae far ae it 
effects flrst grade pupils, the attendance 
at the various schools will be equalized.

This is principally CAuscil by bad sta- 
bles. Many of them aro underground 
cellars, ami with few exceptions all 
stabler aro too small. Tliry do not ad- 
mit ;; suukiijnt (inantity of fresh air for 
ventilation and respiration, ami this al- 
ways tends to iujuro tbe health of tlie 
animals. Li^ht is as t^suntial to tho 
hp.altli of liorsp;5 as tliat ot" men, and yet 
most Ptablca are nearly as dark ;is dun- 
geons. It woulil bo Car butler for most 
of the Iiors&s in ojn- cities m be kept in 
open sheds thau iu tho etablos commonly 
provided for them. 


1 nin also posSfrive that eytblimls on 


tho harness tend to injure the eyes of 
horses, and as they are totally useless 
and unsightly apunmlaijes tiicy should 
lju abandoned eutiruly. The open bridla 
has become mono common, hut it should 
be universal, light, close collars, which 
squeeze the eyes of horses tii jmtiiug 
tliern on, are also very injurious to tho 
eyes of tho animals. I have known ono 
case of permanent injury to tho e^es of 
an excellent horse from thia cause. Car- 
riage and draft horses should ho (pro- 
vided with divided collars, secured either 
at tho top or bottom, so that they are not 
required to be forced over thu lituds of 
the animals. — New York World.

down a simple rule to start with—name- 
ly, thiit in any case where a fiiicturo of 
iron gives long, silky fibers of u Inydeu 
line, the liburs <:oberin^ and twisting to- 
Kether before breaking, it: may lw con- 
sidered a tough, Eofc iron. Further, a 
medium, even grain, mixed with filters, 
is a good sign, while ;i short ami bluck- 
ish liber icdiuitoa badly rcfinu'l iron, a 
very fine grain also denoting :i hard and 
steely iron, whicls is apt to bo cold short 
and b:ird to work with thu file. Again, 
coarso ijruin with a brilliant crystallized 
fnictnre and yellow or bro^vti snots, de- 
notes n. brittlo iron, cold short, working 
cosily when lieuted and welding wdl. 


Nitric acid will prodnco a black spot 


on steel the darker tlw spot the harder 
the fcteel—while iron, on the contrary, 
remains bright if touched with tliat acid.
